VBT votes 6-1 for all employees to have COVID vaccinations

Independent Editor. 

All employees and elected officials 
are required to have vaccinations for 
COVID-19 following a 6-1 vote at the June 
15 regular zoom meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees. 

Trustee Kevin Martin was the only no 
vote. He said he felt that action was a 
violation of the employees’ constitutional 
rights. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
starting July 12 and going through Aug. 8. 
employees would be at work four days а 
week, alternating Wednesday and Friday 
off, with the building open its regular hours 
of 7:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

“On Aug. 9: АШ hands on board,” 
Supervisor McNamara said. 

In describing the proposed reopening 
plan for the township, Human Resources 
Director Nicole Sumpter said the plan calls 
for all vaccinated employees to provide а 
copy of their vaccination card or Schedule 
к. 


Clerk Leon Wright explained his 
thoughts on mandated vaccinations, which 
he said was a touchy subject. He said since 
the township employees provide public 
service directly to the public, with police 
and fire going directly into homes, “We 
have to have vaccinations to get where we 
have to be. 

Clerk Wright said the number of people 
being vaccinated now has slowed to a 
crawl 


“Anyone with а doctor’s excuse, I'm 
OK with that,” he said. “Or, any religious 
status. Can't be involved with that. We 
should be leaning on employees being 
mandated 

Director Sumpter said for citizens there 
are two sets of rules. MIOSHA said on May 
24, those vaccinated are not required to 
wear masks, but unvaccinated need to wear 
masks. She said screeners at the township 
hall door will ask if you are vaccinated. 

She said MIOSHA wants to have a plan 
ise it happens again so screening would 
continue. She said it could be a totally new 
set of rules on July 1 

Supervisor McNamara said the subjectcan 
be broken into the following issues: Clerk 
Wright wants mandatory vaccinations, the 
reopening plans, and when do the board 
meetings open? He said he has notified 
the unions about this and not many are 
interested 

Sumpter said 97% of the employe 
vaccinated, 

‘Trustee Martin asked if the township got 
a legal opinion on this and Sumpter said it 
had. She said because of the decision of a 


fexas federal court this is not a violation of 
any EEOC or HIPPA rules. 


‘Trustee Martin asked if it was a violation 
of a person's civil rights 
Supervisor McNamara said no court 
would mandate you to change your rules 
for employee: 
Sumpter said you can’t go around doctor's 
or religious beliefs. She said it would apply 
to board members and employees, but not

Clerk Wright made the motion for 
mandatory vaccinations for township 
employees who are full time and part time, 
including township board members. This 
was seconded by Trustee Sharry Budd. 

“Tm going to vote no,” said Trustee 
Martin, adding if for whatever reason they 
don’t get vaccinations, it’s an impo 
оп their civil rights. “I have to vote no. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said the schools 
require students to have vaccinations and 
this board makes the rules that are best for 
township residents 

Supervisor McNamara said he was on 
the fence, and he agreed with what Trust 
Martin said, but he agrees with Trustee 
Frazier. 

“I'm going to vote yes 
McNamara said. 

‘Trustee Miller asked if any other township 
has mandated shots and have there been 
апу challenges and Sumpter replied others 
haven't mandated it.

No auto insurance is 
required to operate one. 

The issue was turned over to the city 
manager/police chief to review and come 
back with a recommendation. He said Main 
Street is really busy and these golf carts go

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VBT planners hear about Kalitta 
Air's project at Willow Run 


By Rosemary K. Ozman 
Independent Editor. 

At the 21-minute, Zoom meeting on 
June 9, the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission heard of the plans Kalitta Air 
has for constructing а 25 430-square-foot 
office and training building containing fight 
simulators at Willow Run Airport. 

Dan Power, VBT Director of Planning and 
Economic Development, said the project 
also includes replacement of existing 
parking areas and the addition of 71 parking 
spaces and related site and stormwater 
improvements 

These improvements are in addition to an 
existing site which contains about 146,830 
square feet of combined office, warehouse, 
simulator, and hangar speces currently 
used by Kalitta Air, a private charter flight 
company. 

‘The proposed site includes two proposed 
lease parcels with a combined acreage of 
17.57 acres. 

Director Power said the site is under the 
jurisdiction of the Wayne C 
Authority, but VBT can г 
parking, parking lot landscaping, and 
screening of waste containers. 

He said the new building will connect with 
Kalitta’s existing facility. He said half of the 
new building will house flight simulators 
and half will be office space. 


Power said a regional stormwater system. 
ing done at the airport and this ties in 
with some going to Ypsilanti and some to 

VBT. 

Steven Dart, who was attending by Zoom. 
said there is a Ypsilanti address on the site 
plan. He asked if there was any way for 
VBT to get credit for this. 

Peter Betters, representing Kalitta Air, 
said the Kalitta mailing address is Ypsilanti 
and has been that way for a long time. The 
parcel identification number is in VBT and 
the address is within VBT. 

Betters said it is property leased from the 
airport and not owned by Kalitta, When 
Kalitta leaves, the property goes back to 
the airport, like Delta did at Wayne County 
Airport, Betters said. 

In other business at the June 9 meeting, 
Power explained that the Camping World 
item originally on the agenda has been 
delayed at the applicant's request and is 
scheduled for the June 23 meeting or the 
first meeting in July. 

Camping World is now seeking an amended 
preliminary and final site plan because it has 
decided to keep the whole body shop instead 
of tearing part down and wants to add a paint 
booth and new LED lighting. 

The changes brought some comments 
from the fire department and they hope to 
work that out before asking for the changes.

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VBT DDA agrees to go along with township’s salary scale, steps

Although the Van Buren Township 
Downtown Development Authority is a 
separate entity from the township, DDA 
members approved setting the salary scale 
for its two employees on the township's 
new salary scale. 

Atits May 25 meeting, the DDA approved 
an Appendix to VBT Resolution 2021-12. 
DDA Salary Scale, to become effective 
with the pay period ending May 21, in 
line with the township. The approval had a 
$5,370 budget implication and that money 
was taken from the DDA fund balance. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
asked that this action be moved up to the 
beginning of the meeting agenda because 
he had a meeting to attend and he would be 
leaving early 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said township Human Resource Director 
Nicole Sumpter “conducted a thorough 


review of salaried positions in an effort to 
safeguard employees with equitable pay by 
resolving disparities in compensation.” 
Supervisor McNamara explained that 
the township had seven or so key people 
leaving, including the head of water and 
sewer and the supervisor of the water 
department. They discovered these salaries 
were not in line with other communities. 


McNamara said he found his home's 
late pickups by Waste Management were 
because they couldn't hire workers at 
$25 an hour. Culver's is offering $1,000 
bonuses to sign up at a wage of 515 an 
hour. 

He said someone who the township 
was paying $85,000, can get $105,000 
elsewhere. He said salary surveys weren't 
giving accurate information. He said there 
aren't many DDAs in the state and they 
аге run in different ways and it’s hard to 
compare DDA salaries, 

McNamara said they looked at Step 


Increases, which are used by Canton, 
Westland, Detroit, and the military. He said 
they decided to give a 5% average raise 
and move everyone to a Step System. They 
won't get the 2% in January 2022 and оп 
Jan. 1, 2023 they will get on at Step One. 

“These two ladies deserve what the rest 
of the township gets,” said DDA member 
Joe Baskin. 

McNamara said they will get 5% now 
and after December 2023 they will be on 
Step One. 

DDA member Vic Laginess asked the 
DDA employees - Executive Director 
Ireland and Assistant Executive Director 
Lisa Lothinger — if they want what the 
township is getting. 

Ireland said, “Үе 

"Everyone's being treated equally." 
Baskin said. 

Alter the action was unanimously 
approved, McNamara said, "We just gave 
them 5% raises, locked in for 18 months.
